It was not long before he was seen 


always tn company with a beautiful 
young girl. Evelyn Nesbit, who had 
graduated from the studio to the stage. 
Young Thaw and Miss Nesbit were 
central figures of many theater and 
supper parties along 'Broadway. Xew 
York city. Later they were married. 


It was late in the evening ot June "5, 


1906, that New York city and soon the 
entire country was ringing with the 
tragic news that Harry Thaw had slain 
Stanford White. 
The setting for the 


fatal attack was the Madison Siiuare 
Roof garden, where the first night per- 
formance of a summer musical show 
was being given. The place was gay 


n -flowers and multicolored .electric' 
ights and was thronged. 
On the 


>tage a man was singing "I Could 
Love a Thousand Girls," when suddenly 
above the music the pistul shots -were 
heard. The music ceased, the chorus 
_irls and actors were terror stricken, 
men and women in the audience drop- 
ped their glasses upon the tables be- 
fore them. In the stillness a man was 
heard to say: 


"You ruined my life, d—n you, and 


now I've got you." 


White lay dead at the table where he 


had been sitting. Harry Thaw, in even- 
ing dress, stood with a pictol in his 
hand. His wife, who had seen him fire 
the fatal shot, was led screaming away. 


Thaw sought his justification in the 


words he uttered to his victim on the 
night of the tragedy. >'e claimed that 
under the "unwritten law" no jury 
would convict him of having taken 
the life of "the man who had tra- 


duced his wife In her innocent girl- 
hood." To these accusations by Thaw 
he friends of Stanford White, many of 
hem-influential men of the community, 
lave declared that the architect's in- 
.erest in the girl was purely of a fa- 
therly character. They said he had as- 
sisted-many young women to make a 
place for themselves in the world and 
:hat he was no more deeply interested 
in Miss Nesbit than he had been in a 
number, of others about whom no 
breath of scandal has been uttered.

.EORGE WASHINGTON'would 


have an awful-time crossing 
the Delaware in these days 
of searchlight warfare. 
In 


thai historic night when a storm wag 
raging over Xew Jersey and Pennsyl- 
vania the colonial general took 
British at Trenton by surprise. 


the 
He 


found the redcoats in the midst of 
gayetles, little thinking an enemy was 
in the vicinity. 


Suddenly the British realized the 


colonial army was within the gates. 
Washington and his men had (lashed 
into the fortresses out of the snow- 
storm. They had caught the sentries 
peering helplessly into (the darkness of 
the night and the storm. 
Marching 


into Trenton they utterly surprised the 
British and captured the entire garri- 
son. 


Should Washington try to duplicate 


the feat today he would be seen before 
his boats left the Pennsylvania banks 
of the Delaware. No matter how dark 
the night, no matter how fierce the 
storm, the searchlight of the defenders 
would cut off possibility of surprise. 


The Japanese emphasized the value 


of night attacks, and since that war 
much has been done to minimize their 
effectiveness. 
There Is one kind of 


searchlight with xvhich all armies are 
equipped. It consists of a generator 
driven by a gasoline engine mounted 


an automobile. 
Artillery can be 


nserj with deadly effect when playing 
on an assaulting column. 


In the absence of a searchlight a 


force- can be equipped with a para- 
chute light. 
This is a sort of gre- 


nade weighing loss than a pound. H 
can be shot Into the air with a firing 
stick about a hundred yards where it 
will float for three-quarters of a min- 
ute on a quiet night. Another kind of 
parachute fired with a field gun can be 
fired a considerable distance and gives 
a dazzling light. H burns for about 
three minutes. 


Inventions In use by the fighting 


armies are the products of all the na- 
tions. Some countries have developed 
these Inventions more than others. II 
may be surprising to karn how man> 
ot these inventions have an American 
origin, although other countries have 
developed them more than we have. 
The electric searchlight Is an American 
Invention, although it was not at first 
a war device. All vessels arc .equipped 
with them. 
They have been nscrt in 


time of peace to play on a wreck so 


used to play on men so destroyers can 
do tlieir worst. 


"We are like the beasts of the forest 


—prowling by night in search of food, 
crouching by day in tenor of bullets, 
sleei>ltES day and night In the rain 
soaked mud of the freezing trenches." 
H is a letter from, the world of war to 
the world of peace. 
It is the story of

THE 
CHARTER 
HEARING 


It would be well for this city to have an occasional .chillier hearing 


such as that held at city hall before the legislative commillec on cities 
last Friday evening. 
Such hearings would serve io bring out valuable 


txpressions of piiblio. opinion and reveal lhat (he weaknesses in our 
political system lie not in the form of our charier, but in the public 
interpretation of the Idler and spiril of Hie chorier, and in the public 
neglect of its remedial provisions. 


The recent hearing, while ostensibly for Ihe purpose of considering 


fcrgu&ents in favor of a charier change, as embodied in Representative 
Murphy's bill or its equivalent, in reality developed into a defense of 
oar present charter and showed that the opposition lo it is negligible in 
degree and weak in principle. The few who advanced arguments in favor 
of a charter change had'little real fault lo Hnd with Ihe present charter 
end advanced no logical reason why a subslilulion such as was sug- 
gested would be a benefit. 


As our c,ity officials brought out in their defence of the present 


system, every reason advanced for the change only served to show the 
clanger of charter tinkering. 
If was said among other things that the 


present charter is not representative tnough, and does not make for 
district representation. It is equally fair to all sections and to the voters 
pi all sections and it is as representative as the Lowell public care to 
make it. 
It indeed does away with ward boundaries in filling the main 


offices, but in doing this it eliminates Ihe manifold abuses of Hie older 
form of municipal elections and aims at making the interests of the 
uty as a whole more important than the interests of any small part of 
it 
The object of those who, in framing the present charier, dropped 


parly Ikes and ward limilations was to get away from Hie petty partisan 
policies that made the old city government the sport of city bosses and 
professional politicians. 
It is true that the present charter has not 


banished this condition wholly, but the fnull is with the public which 
permits itself to be duped and which has not availed of the clauses of 
tiur charter to the full. 


It is" very true, as Representative Murphy said, that the present 


charter docs not stimulate public interest in city affairs, but would any 
charter do this, of itself? 
Is there anything in the charter which 
pre- 


\cnts any Lowell citizen from taking an intelligent interest m his city 
government and in the spending of the revenues which he supplies by 
taxation?

Stephen S. Wise, 
rabbi of the Free Synagogue of New 
York, In an address today before the 
national peace conference. 


"Je Wai' Cureless?" was the ques- 


tion he discussed. 


The belief that man. was born a 


righting -animal and must forever re- 
main one, he called "the most Immoral 
of all moral heresies." and he viewed 
diplomacy's hidden ways as one of the 
ultimate causes not only of the pres- 
ent war but virtually of all wars. 


•The deepest cause of the war," he 


continued, "has 
been the faith 
that 


mighty armaments'alone could avert 
war, that the blillons, not 
millions, 


which the military powers of Europe 
liave spent In the last 
thirty- years 


were the .premium which these' nations 
were paying for the Insurance against 
war. Is no nation ever to make a 
great adventure in behalf of world- 
peace as many nation s seem to be 
ready to

world-war! Our opposition

must become real and final 
and

flexible. The time must come 
when 


men will have to choose between kill- 
ing and being killed. No government 
could constrain me to 'slay my child.

I should 
say nay, though the government slay 
me. The time has come when

tuslng to slay another rather than go 
forth to slay 'their brother at the be- 
hest of any government.

once for aU of the Turkish fleet. One 
political consideration is likewise of 
present Importance. That is the effect 
which an allied triumph In Turkey -will 
have 
upon 
peace propagandists in 


Russia- However much Russia 
may 


be wearied and discouraged by past 
or future German successes in Poland, 


the prospect of a realization, of her 
dream of domination 
in Turkey will 


unquestionably assure a continuance 
of her efforts against her Teutonic ad- 
versaries. Whether Great Britain will 
consent to the complete possession of 
Constantinople by Russia cannot even 
bo prophesied now. since It depends al- 
most entirely upon events 
to 
come. 


Still one more great benefit will ac- 
crue frorrr the capture of the strait. 
With that passageway opened the en- 
trance of war munitions and .supplies 
from Great Britain and France to Rus- 
sia will be as easy a. matter as will be 
the egress of Russia's great supplies 
of.grain.from the Black Sea territories 
to France and Great Britain. Rich in 
men, Russia is admittedly poor In war 
material.

THE 
CHARTER 
HEARING 


It would be well for (his city to have an occasional charter hearing 


such as thai held at city hall before (he legislative committee on nilies 
last Friday evening. 
Sueh hearings would serve to bring out valuable 


expressions of public opinion and reveal that Hie weaknesses in our 
political hysteiu lie not in the form of onr charter, but in the public 
interpretation of the letter and spirit of the duirlcr, and in the public 
neglect of its remedial provisions. 


The recent hearing, whiln ostensibly for the purpose of considering 


arguments in favor of a charter cliHiisc, as embodied in Representative 
Murphy's bill or its equivalent, in reality developed into a defense of 
our present charter and showed that the opposition t'o it is negligible in 
degree and weak in principle, 
The few \vlro advanced arguments in favor 


of°a charter change had little real fault to find'with the present charter 
and advanced no logical reason why a substitution such as was sug- 
gested would be a benefit. 


As our city officials brought out in their defence of the present 


system, every reason advanced for the change only served to show the 
danger of charter tinkering, 
f t was said umong other things that the 


present charter is not representative enough, and does not make for 
district representation. It is equally fair to all sections and to the voters 
of all sections and it is as representative as the Lowell public care to 
make it. It indeed docs away with ward boundaries in filling the main 
offices, but in doing this it eliminates the manifold abuses of the older 
form of municipal elections 
aims at- making the interests of the

charter does not stimulate public interest in city affairs, but would any 
charter do this, of itself? 
Is there anything in the charter which pre- 


vents any Lowell citizen from taking au intelligent interest in his city 
government and in the spending of the revenues which lie supplies by 
taxation? 
Possibly the more businesslike administration of city affairs, 


is compared with the old government. with the gallery play, may be n. 
disappointment to some elements in our electorate, but is this a loss 
to good government 1 
Far from hiding the real issues, our present 


charter affords an opportunity to every interested citizen to follow the 
affairs of his city in the smallest detail, and if he is so disposed, he may 
-•ee for himself if our officials are performing as they promised, or 
contrary to their protestations. 
The more businesslike and the less 


spectacular our city administration becomes, the better for the public; 
whether they take an interest or not, is for the public to decide. 


If any "change is desirable in the present charter, it is that some 


of its feniis be made more emphatic so that our department heads may 
he held strictly accountable for the money they spend and the policies 
they inaugurate. 
In some important particulars, the citizens of Lowell 


have seen the obvious intent of the charter disregarded and ignored and 
dangerous precedents have been established which furnish loopholes of 
escape for those who do not respect economy and efficiency not to 
iiention political honesty. 


It has been shown that, contrary to what most citizens regard as 


, plain charter requirement, commissioners have exceeded their appropria- 
tions and when redress was eought in the courts, no notice was taken 
of the public protest. 
This compulsory living within the respective 


department appropriations is one of the most important in the charter 
ind it should be so amended or made emphatic that commissioners 
cannot ignore the charier requirement in future, even if it be neeesary 
for the commissioners to be put under bonds, as The Sun once suggested 
Here is a chance for a charter change that shall conduce to good govern- 


ment. 
. 


\Yilh a few doubtful passages made too plain to be misunderstood, and 


desirable men chosen to fill our municipal positions, our present charter 
gives every opportunity for good government. 
It is not by periodical 


changes in city charters that cities are well governed, but by the strictest 
adherence to a good charter such as we have, and such as the great 
masses of our people now heariily support.

the right kind of employes, as a class 
until they pay sufficient to offset thi 
natural disqualifications of the placi 
arid make the, conditions otherwise at- 


ractivc. It Intelligent measures were 
aken, It surely ought not to bo neceH- 
.ary for our state hospitals and asy- 
ums to advertise- for workers In Can- 
da while there Is such a. degree of 
unemployment In Massachusetts,

more difficult for would-bo divorcees 
to shuffle oft the responsibilities of 
wedlock. Rhode Island has been gen- 
erally regarded as one of the easiest 
states in which to obtain a divorce, 
not so much because of the looseness 
of the laws but owing to the half- 
hearted way in which they were en- 
forced. If the present bill passes, this 
reproach will be wiped out and 
the 


progressive state will join the ranks of 
those which are striving lo lessen the 
great American divorce evil which is 
capping the roots of our national ex- 
istence. 


The bill before the 
Rhode 
Island 


legislature provides that the attorney- 
general shall appear on every petition 
for divorce as the representative of the 
state, and It provides for the appoint- 
ment of an assistant who shall give 
his 
undivided 
attention 
to divorce 


cases. 
There is a further provision 


and one that is now being discussed 
throughout the country in one form or 
another, lo wit: that all divorce hear- 
ings shall be In open court and upon 
oral testimony. In all of Its clauses 
the bill emphasizes the duty of th 
state to safeguard the future of 
its 


citizenship by preventing fraud 
an 


triviality in anything interfering with 
its family life.

mon in the press of the present tlm 
cannot but see that in many case 
divorces are granted In all slat<~.3 01 
the most trivial grounds.

NEW YORK. March L—Formal an- 


nouncement was made here last night

of.former army, navy and militia men.

to Insure the nation's preparedness In 
case of war.

Capt, Johnston said It is planned to 


establish within a short time a flrtt 
reserve of between 250.000 and, 300,- I 
000 former army and navy and militia' 
nien for instant call in case of emer- ; 
gcncy. 


Maj.-Gen..Wood, found the Idea being 


developed and received governmental 
permission for army and navy officers 
to participate in the organization of 
the legion. lie appointed his 'aid-de- 
camp; Capt. Johnston, to look after 
the military side and Commander Rob- 
ert K, Crank, in charge of the navy 
recruiting station here, was' assigned 
to look after the would-be, sea fio'nt- 
ers. 


Application blanks may be had now 


by addressing- the secretary of the le- 
gion at Governors island, New York. 
Annually 25.000 men are discharged 
from (ha United States army and 35,- 
000 from the navy. Most of these arc 
expected to join the legion and an en- 
thusiastic response is looked for from 
citizens in .general.
